Ha further sUtea that the filter 
aa eonatructed will positively not per- 
form the work required of it that when 
the proper amount of sand, gravel etc 
necessary to filter the water as the con- 
tract calls for it, is placed in the filter, 
that the water will not paaa tiuaagh it. 
that tha filter is eatiraly too mall and 
wholly inadequate to die necessities 
demanded of it. 

It appears to us that this matter 
should be carefully looked after, a.id if 
the filter is not according to contract, 
bond or no bond, no more of the dty's 
money shouU be wasted on it
